has said his last word. Russia will 
make no financial contribution to Ja- 
pan in any form whatsoever and un- 
less 
Japan 
accedes 
to 
President 


Roosevelt's attempt to effect a com- 
promise his efforts will have proved 
unavailing. 


In his determination not to pay an 
indemnity Emperor Nicholas believes 
that he has all Russia at his back. 
There are many excellent reasons for 
believing this is so, particularly from 
the fact that since the beginning of 


the discussion on the Japanese terms, 
not one voice has been heard in Rus- 
sia thai even suggested a conclu- 
sion of the war on a basis of financial 
contribution. The payment of an in- 
demnity would inflict a financial bur- 
den on the entire Russian people, in- 
crease the 
discontent 
and 
conse- 
quently threaten the vital interests 
of the entire empire. This undoubt- 
edly was the powerful reason that im- 
pelled the Emperor to make his de- 
cision with regard to the payment 
of an indemnity.

•drudgeries of life? 


10. Do you think washing Oishes and hoeing corn is just 


as compatible with high thinking as piano playing or golf? 


11. Are you good for anything to yourself? Can you be 


'happy alone? 


( 12. Can you look out on the world and see any thing ex- 


cept dollars and cents? 


13. Can you look into a mud pijdclle by the wayside and 


Bee the clear"sky? Can you see anything in 'the puddle but 
mud? 


14. Can you look into the sky at night and see beyond

It is- reported that the students 
whom this professor was addressing were at first disposed 
to consider, the lecturer as making sport of them, inas- 
much as the test given was so 3.t variance with what they 
had'come to undei-stand to ba the correct one for deter- 
mining an educated man. This, they undoubtedly reasoned 
was a character test, a test of citizenship, and what was 


. education to 'do with these?

They who assert that the money which founded Chicago 


TJnlversity .and maintains it is tainted may be correct. 
They probably are correct. But if so,/it would be eternally 
redeemed were the institution to be instrumntal in giving 
to the world such an educational ideal as this. Not knowl- 
edge, not culture, not scientific attainment, not anything 
save Character is the true educational test. Fitness for cit- 
lzens,hip fitness for life, he who possesses this .fitness is 
truly educated. And lacking it, though we have all the 
learning of all the schools, he has not yet entered the 
realm of real knowledge.

LIHU ROOT, in accepting the office of Secretary of 
State, at $8,000 a year, and resigning a private law 


practice of something over $100,000 a year, has been given 
in consequence a halo for'his patriotism. 


The very fact that it is notorious that our private cor- 


' porations .pay far.more to their servants than does the 
government is in itself a significant sign of the progress 
this nation has made towards plutocracy. 


When the republic was founded-the salaries paid to 


public officials were higher than those .paid by private em- 
ployers, and a public official not only gained honor but 
better pay by taking office. There were no great railway 
and other corporations in those days bidding in competi- 
tion with the government for the best talent of the nation. 


ToJay the man who has made his way to a large in- 


come by reason of any special ability, naturally falls into 
a style of living pro rata with his income, and finds It 
hardly possible for him to 'take public ofiice owing to the 
comparatively small remuneration .paid by the government 


Paul Morton resigned a $36,000 salary with the Santa Fe 


Railway to take $8,000 as Secretary of the Navy, and now 
he has gone over "to the Equitable Life Assurance Co., 
taking the place of Hyde, who had been 'drawing $100,000 
a. year. 


The salaries of our ambassadors to foreign nations are 


so small, considering the necessary expenses, that it is 
practically Impossible for a poor man to take such office 


However, such-is the "honor" attached, the government 


finds no trouble In .finding ambassadors in men who pos- 
sess the cash. There are occasional editorials in the "Ev- 
ening Post" bewailing the small pay to our ambassadors 
but they excite little interest, for the- public feels that as 
such offices are so largely, ornamental, and fthatj as-there 
are .plenty of rich men ready and willing to- pay for the or- 
nament, there is no use wasting money paying high salar- 
ies.
